1. 2 FAM 1510 The Federal Advisory Committee Act (FACA): FAM 

regulations to administer the Advisory Committee Management function 
(22 CFR Part 8 as shown in 2 FAM Appendix 1510: Title 22— Foreign 
Relations Chapter I— Department of State) were last revised and issued in 
1975. They are out of date and are currently under revision again. In the 
meantime, persons requiring Federal Advisory Committee Act (FACA) 
guidance should contact L/M, Alice Kottmyer. 

2. Change Transmittal has replaced the term Transmittal Letter. 
Change Transmittal was selected as being more appropriate in this age 
of electronic information transmission. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1115.2). 

Filing Instructions for Paper Copies 

1. Remove and discard old subchapter 2 FAM 1510 (CT:GEN-1029, 07-23- 
1976; 14 pages) and replace it with interim subchapter 2 FAM 1510 (1 
page). 

2. After inserting the material in the binder, insert this change transmittal 
immediately following the CT (formerly TL) checklist, then fill in the entry 
line for CT:GEN-377, and initial.
